Request For Continued Examination With Submission Filed Under 37 CFR 1.114 Which is Not Fully Responsive 

Receipt is acknowledged of a request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
and a submission, filed on 12-6-02. The submission, however, is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because applicants' 
request for a CPA was improper and therefore was treated as a requenst for RCE. However, the RCE was ot proper since the request 
did not include response to the previous office action which was a restriction requirement. Applicants are reminded that an RCE is 
filed only when the prosecution of an application is closed.
